Protest strikes ag&inat the 
government's new economic policy 
threaten to close down Haifa Port to- 
day and disrupt much of the city's in- 
dustry. This follows a aeries of 
strikes yesterday, which grounded 
all Ha Al aircraft and kept 12,000 
workers away from their jobs in 
Ashdod. 

Beersheba promises to be the next 
centre of large-scale industrial ac- 
tion, with a planned 24-hour strike pf 
all organised labour In the town 
tomorrow. 

The Haifa Labour Council yester- 
day approved planned 24-hour 
protest strikes for today at the port, 
the Dagon silo company, the 
shipyards and the lime and stone 
company. Four-hour strikes will dis- 
rupt work at moat of the city's 
Histad rut-run industries, the entire 
civil service, the Dan Carmel Hotel, 
the petrochemical works, the Nur 
match company and several other 
firms. 

There will be a four-hour stoppage 
on Israel Railways' TekAvtv-Raifa 
aad Haifa-Nahartya tines, from 8 
o'clock this morning until noon. Du 
last train from Haifa will leave tor 
Tel Aviv at 7.24 ajn. and the tint 
train, following the wmnftlaa of 
services, at 12JS4 pan. The loot train 
from Tel Aviv wffl leave at 1 a.m«, 
and the first altar the stoppage, at 


The Haifa Labour Council, which 
invited delegates from labour coun- 
cils all over the north to yesterday's 
meeting, decided to stage a whole 
series of short* protest' strikes «a 
days fixed, by the council's 
"emergency committee." The coun- 
cil also resolved to demand a full 
coat-of-living allowance with 
December’s pay cheque, and that 
the allowance should, in future, be 
paid whenever prices go up — and 
not every six months, as at present. 
It declared that labour contracts 
would henceforth remain valid only 
aa long as they maintained the 
“real" value of the worker's wage. 

Gideon Ben-Ylarael, chairman of 
the Histadnxt'a Emergency Protest 
Committee, said yesterday that 
workers in other parts of the country 
also want to stage walkouts and 
demonstrations. The main protest 
demonstration — which is expected 


.to attract workers from all over the 
country — will be in Jerusalem on 
Sunday. 

'"'More Immediately, the Beersheba 
Labour Council, in a meeting with 
works committees delegates from 
all the city's factories, yesterday 
decided to call a one-day general 
strike for tomorrow. Protest 
meetings have been planned on each 
shop-floor, after which the city's 
workers will hold a mass protest out- 
side the Labour Council offices. 

Yesterday, apart from the El Al 
maintenance workers' strike which 
completely grounded the airline (see 
separate story), the main Industrial 
action took place in Ashdod. The 
town's Labour Council had called for 
a general strike, starting at 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Some 12,000 
workers, from 42 plants responded to 
the call. But in the town's major 
single industry — the port — the call 
went largely unheeded. 

The port workers attended a 
general meeting to decide on what 
action to take: but this ended after 
two hours without decision and moat 
workers returned to their Jobs. Only 
employees of the Citrus Marketing 
Board decided to strike, and the rest 
of the port functioned normally. 

There were mutual recriminations 
between the works committees and 
the Labour Council concerning the 
failure of the strike in the port. The 
works committees claimed that the 
■council did not maintain sufficient 
contact with the workers, and so had 
failed to influence them to accept its 
strike call. And the Labour Council 
accused Mn&v of the works com- 
mittees of subverting the strike. for 
political reasons, being controlled!)?

The strike went largely unnoticed 
in Ashdod city itself, with commerce 
and transport functioning normally. 
Only Hlatadrut-run enterprises, in- 
cluding supermarkets and municipal 
services, were affected.

Sudden El Al strike 
leaves 1,400 stranded

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — About 
1,400 passengers were stranded 
when eight El Al flights were 
grounded yesterday by a sudden 24- 
hour strike by the company's 
maintenance workers.

Some passengers managed to 
transfer to other flights, with British 
Airways taking 86 on its morning

majority will have to wait until today : 
to get away. The strike is to end at 8 
this morning. 

E3 Al has promised to lay on extra 
flights to clear the backlog. El Al 
Vice-President Yerahmiel Schrem 
said that ticket holders who failed to 
leave yesterday would not be re- 


quired to pay any additional charges 
for their tickets, despite the fact that 
the new rate of exchange will apply 
to pre-pald tickets from this mor- 
ning. 

Another 800 El Al passengers who 
were to join the outgoing flights at 
stopovers in Europe were also 
affected The company spokesman 
said last night that moat of them had 
been able to transfer to other air- 
lines. 

El tan Rosenman, chairman of the 
maintenance staff works committee, 
said that the strike was called to 
protest the new economic policy’s 
worsening their terms of employ- 
ment. 

He said that all the airline 
employees receive & free ticket aa 
part of the wage agreement.

Total foreign currency transac- 
tions. which were of a normal 
amount, come to about S2Cm., and 
the Bank of Israel participated in the 
trade to the extent of $8 Ed- 
it la expected, on the basis of the 
first day's transactions, that the 
value of the dollar will fall today 
below tbe indicative rate of H45J25 
published by the Bazik of Israel. 
Yesterday the dollar opened at 
ELI5.20 for sellers and ZL1S.50 for 
buyers. 

According to Moshe Merav, 
manager of the foreign currency 
transactions department of the Bank 
of Israel, the margin between buying 
and selling rates fixed by tbe banks 
— 2-8 per cent — is too high. Merav 
believes the margin should not ex- 
ceed X per cent on deals in cash and 
0.5 per cent on transfers. 

Indeed, In tbe afternoon, the 
margin on inter-bank transactions 
fell to 0.3 per cent. 

Bank of Israel officials hope that 
there will be no cartel agreements 
among commercial banka to fix the 
exchange rate, although the fixing of 
the opening rate on the first day of 
free currency deals was understan- 
dable. Some banks also collected a 
fixed fee of JL5-6 per transaction, In 
addition to the margin. 

Bank of Israel sources said tbe 
results of the first day of free trade 
in foreign currency were far better 
than had been expected. There bad 
been no rush either to buy or to sell 
foreign currency, and the banks had 
adjusted smoothly to the new 
mechanism. 

The behaviour of the public, accor- 
ding to the Bank of Israel, was quite 
rational, as was hoped. Some owners 
of foreign currency assets, who had 
got a one-time 45 per cent gain In 
terms of pounds from the devalua- 
tion, shifted into government bonds. 

In tbe last two days the public 
bought government bonds linked to 
80 per cent of tbe index, to the 
staggering amount of IL480m. — 
compared with monthly sales, in re- 
cent months, of about mom. These 
Investors hope that the government 
bonds, bought at source and still 
linked to the October Index of con- 
sumer prices, will soon yield a profit 
of 20 per cent. Within two or three 
months, the profit of foreign curren- 
cy own e r s who have gone into bonds 
will thus be 55 per cent.

The alternative will always be 
foreign currency deposits, which by 
definition represent 100 per cent 
linkage, and carry an interest not 
lower than that offered by the 
government bonds. 

Heavy trading in the index-linked 
bonds Is expected on the atock 
market today. The market has been 
closed since last Friday. 

Brokers, however, are wary of 
predicting If the exchange trading 
will act a new record, since linked 
bonds are only one component. 


Phone rates to go up 20%, 
bus and rail fares by 15%

— After 
deliberately bolding down the value 
of the pound sterling for months, Bri- 
tain yesterday stood bock and allow- 
ed Its currency to soar to Its highest 
levels against the dollar since May 
1976. The move was an effective 
revaluation of the pound, and caused 
a drop in the value of the dollar by 
five cents on European money 
markets. 

The Treasury announced that the 
Bank of England was * "adjusting’ ’ its 
intervention policies. 

It had been keeping sterling ar- 
tificially low by selling huge 
) amounts on . foreign exchange 
markets — more than 216 b. worth 
this year, according to some es- 
timates. 

When the markets opened here 
yesterday, the bank cut its interven- 
tion to a minimum and sterling shot 
upwards. 

The move was made because the 
Labour government fears that the 
present flow of money Into Britain, 
attracted by the Btrength of sterling, 
could spark off renewed Inflation. 

Financial sources said It underlin- 
ed the government's determination 
to keep its money supply within 
strict limits agreed with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. 


The pound surged from a Friday 
close of 31.7770 to a high Of $1.8416 
during a hectic day of trading. Later, 
dealers reported a slight interven- 
tion by the Bank of England to brake 
the rise and sterling closed at 
$1.8405. 

The pound's rate as measured 
against the currencies of all 
Britain's main trading partners rose 
sharply to 64.5, the highest level 
since this index was introduced 
earlier this year. 

A statement by the West German 
Finance Ministry said the release of 
sterling meant that “the economic 
situation in Britain la developing 
positively. That is wholly welcome." 

Money has been flooding into Bri- 
tain since its recovery from last 
year’s financial crisis when sterling 
fell rapidly and was propped up by a 
S3. 9b, credit standby from the IMF. 

Tbe Bank of England has been 
keeping the rate down because a . 
lower sterling rate makes British ex- i 
ports cheaper. But tears Of inflation \ 
now outweigh this factor. 

Yesterday morning’s Treasury an- 
nouncement was welcomed by the 
monetarists of the Conservative op- 
position and even by several Labour 
left-wingers who Bald imports would 
be cheaper. 


But it aroused anxiety in industrial 
circles, because exporters will now 
find the competition harder. 

Britain's official reserves, which 
more than quadrupled to $l?. 2 b. In 
the first nine months of this year, 
may well have risen a further $3b. in 
October, according to some money 
market estimates. 

Speculation about a possible sterl- 
ing revaluation had been mounting 
since Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healey announced a budget 
last week which gave tax con- 
cessions and reflated the brightening 
British economy hy just over £lb. 


VAT. The cost of a telephone token, 
which has been practically unob- 
tainable for months, will be ILl in- 
stead of 50 agorot until now. 

The price of telephone tokens has 
□ot been raised for a long time, 
despite creeping devaluations. 
Token hoarders will now make a 100 
per cent profit. The cost of minting a 
token is 70 agorot, so that the new 
price will cover new Issues. 

Postal charges will also rise by 15 
to 20 per cent for domestic mail. But 
international phone calls, telegrams 
abroad, telex messages and other 
foreign services will rise to the full 
extent of the devaluation — by some 
45 per cent. According to an inter- 
national convention the charges for 
international communication ser- 
vices are quoted In foreign currency. 

The new rates will have to be ap- 
proved by the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee. 

A Transport Ministry spokesman 
told The Jerusalem Post last night 
that bus fares will go up by about 15 
per cent on November io. 

He said Israel Railways' fares 
would also increase by the same rate 
on that day. 

Still undetermined are future taxi 
rates, inter-urban “sherut" fares 
and charges for freight hauling by 
Israel Railways and private truck- 
ing firms.

TEL AVTV. — The shopping rush 
abated somewhat yesterday, 
although stores were still more 
crowded than usual on the last day 
on which lower VAT rates applied. 

As one electrical goods store 
proprietor on Rahov Ibn Gvirol saw 
it, "Those who were most frantic 
probably satisfied their compulsion 
to buy on Sunday." 'Yesterday, he 
says, people were still buying more 
than they usually do. “but much 
more carefully.” 

This was also the opinion of 
Aharon Regerman, general 
manager of the Hamashhir Lat- 
sarchan department store in Rehov 
Allenby. On Sunday, he told The 
Post, about three to four times more 
shoppers than usual had filled the 
store. Yesterday, there were only 
twice as many customers. Most of 
them showed interest in less costly 
items than those most popular with 
shoppers on Sunday. 

Thus, whereas electrical 
appliances continued to lure many 
Bhoppers, yesterday they tended to 
be the smaller items such as mixers 
and toasters. Shoppers also turned 
more of their attention to clothing 
and shoes, purchasing what they 
planned to get for their winter war- 
drobe. only doing so earlier than nor- 
mal. Textiles and bed linen 
departments were also .far busier 


Uian usual, Regerman reported. 

At supermarkets, the situation 
was far calmer than on Sunday, with 
shoppers no longer filling shopping 
carts to {he brim. There was more 
buying than usual of such items as 
• cigarettes and coffee ■ where they 
could still be had for the old prices, 
but otherwise, as Supersol checkout 
clerks told The Jerusalem Post, the 
sales yesterday were "only slightly 
brisker than on an ordinary weekday 
— It was more like a busy Friday 
afternoon." 

Aaron Bittner adds: 

Traffic continued generally heavy 
in Jerusalem retail shops yesterday. 
But buyers were more selective. 

While electrical goods shops 
reported unusually good sales 
volume, photo shop operators said 
things were quiet. Similarly, shoe 
store operators said they were "very 
busy." But in clothing shops, it was 
business as usuaL 
The supermarkets in the Capital 
seemed to have returned to their nor- 
mal pace. However, many shelves 
were still empty and almost all 
merchandise had been re-priced. 

With VAT going up from eight to 12 
per cent today, some Jerusalem 
shopkeepers found a novel way of 
bracing for the hike.

Two programmes planned to com- 
pensate wage earners for price in- 
creases after the economic reform, 
have been discarded and will not be 
implemented. 

The first plan envisaged a lb-12 per 
cent wage compensation in the near 
future, and the second was to in- 
crease the credit points for income 
tax purposes which are now at the 
level of IL177 per point. 

The plan to reduce income tax 
would have given the greatest com- 
pensation to large families because 
they have more credit points. 
Another proposal was to establish a 
new and lower tax bracket, which 
would have reduced the income tax 
for lower income groups below the 
present minimum level .of, 25 per 
cent. “ : 

Treasury sources' said yesterday 


there was no intention to link the tax 
brackets by 100 per cent to the con- 
sumer price index before the next 
fiscal year. The present linkage of 70 
per cent of the Index baa made the 
tax burden on the lower Income 
groups progressively heavier with in- 
flation, and has crowded all tax 
brackets closer to the top bracket of 
60 per cent. 

Top level Treasury officials re- 
jected all these proposals because 
they do not wont to raise the real In- 
come of the population now — in their 
view, this would torpedo the main 
purpose of the reform, which Is to cut 
the public’s purchasing power. 

Civil Service Commissioner Dr. 
Abraham Friedman y este r day held 
consultations with top Treasury of- 
ficials to examine the implications of 
the demand presented by the civil 
servants for compensation for the 
price increases.

The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday approved the increase of 
the Value Added Tax on general 
business transactions to 32 per cent 
(from 8 per cent); on transactions of 
financial institutions to 9 par cent 
(from 6 per cent) ; and on transac- 
tions of non-profit institutions to 5 per 
cent (from 8 per cent). 

With this approval the increases 
become law. 


Goldmann warns of Likud-Labour ‘consensus’

WASHINGTON. — Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, the outgoing president of the 
World Jewish Congress, has warned 
that the narrowing of ideological 
differences within Israel between 
the Likud and the Labour Alignment 
"represents a tremendous danger, 

greater in my opinion — though it 
may sound cruel to say so — than 
Nazism." 

Addressing the opening session of 
the World Jewish Congress general 
council now meeting at the Hilton 
Hotel here, Goldmann maintained 
that "ideological differences’ ' 
among the Jewish people historical- 
ly "were the basis of all our 
creativity.” 

But now, he said, both within 
Israel and among Diaspora Jewry, 
these differences are beginning to 
blur. 


"Even the differences between 
Israel’s political parties have nearly 
disappeared and there is, for in- 
stance, de facto, only a minimal 
difference between the policies of the 
Alignment and those of the Likud." 

Goldmann said that the dia- 
appearance of these ideological 
differences is "not a dramatic 
threat. Everybody understood and 
was impressed by the pogroms and 
Auschwitz. But the weakening of the 
Internal front, the disappearance of 
the Ideals and ideological discussion, 
the concentration of our public life 
on organizational work. ..in the long 
run, they are more destructive than 
pogroms and persecutions." 

Goldmann said that the “great 
psychological task for the Jews in 
Israel" is to “adapt themselves to 
the general spirit and structure of 
the Middle East, which is on the 


threshold of & new renaissance, 
while maintaining their specific 
character as a people." 

The five-day World Jewish 
Congress Conference opened on Sun- 
day night with some 400 delegates 
from more than 60 countries par- 
ticipating. U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter is scheduled to address the 
conference tomorrow evening. 

Jewish Agency Treasurer Arye 
Dulzin, in Washington for the con- 
ference. told the delegates that 
American Jewry must understand 
the reasons behind Israel’s refusal to 
allow the establishment of a Palesti- 
nian state. "It is obvious that, under 
present geopolitical conditions, such 

a state would be a Russian base. It 

would be a time bomb set to explode 
whenever the Russians decide to 
press the button.”

Judge rules 
evidence can be 
kept from defence 
in remand request 

HAIFA (Him). — Evidence brought 
by the police in requesting the re- 
mand of a suspect need not be made 
available to defence counsel, 
. Magistrate's Court Judge Kamal Hir 
ruled here yesterday. 

- Judge Hir was replying to a re- 
quest made by the lawyer of Han 
Barak, suspected of setting fire to 
the offices of the Ramdo earth- 
removal company here last week. 
The blase caused damage estimated 
at ILlOO.OOO. The suspect owns, the 
Pando. restaurant here, -in 
partnership with the owner of the 
earth-moving company'. 

The police , had asked the court to 
order that Barak continue to he held 
to custody: until Investigators had 
checked-rout his alibi.- Defence 
counsel 7 Immediately, objected, 
noting that bis client had already 
been held for five days long

Plant fair adorns Binyenei Ha'ooma 


Jerusalem Post Political Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Two Gush Ehnunim 
groups are due to move into Samaria 
today, bringing to five the number of 
Gush groups in military camps to 
that area. Two other groups of the 
organisation are expected to move 
into Samaria on December 1. 

The groups planning to settle to- 
day are Belt El and Nebi Salah. 

About 80 families will move into a 
section of the Belt El training base. 
The army has erected a number of 
buildings especially for them, and 
has handed over some existing 
buildings. 

The Nebi Salah group will move 
Into a large stone complex near the 
village of that name, to the heart of 
Samaria. A large Border Police 


emblem painted on the structure’s 
outer wall indicates that It was used 
as a base for that unit. But last week 
Infantry soldiers were camped 
there. 

The settlers have been going there 
dally to prepare the alte. They clean- 
ed the many rooms, installed win- 
dow panes, and laid electric wiring. 

Although about B0 families are 
registered to the group, there to not 
enougb room for all. And some 
families were not ready to move In 
with the first contingent. According 
to Yoram Sion, leader of the gar’in 
(settlement nucleus), some families 
have said that they will move to after 
hot water to available. 

The two groups that are due to set- 
tle to Samaria on December 1 are 
Beit Horen and Giv’on. 


Most Israelis feel imposed 
settlement can be resisted 


Moot Israelis feel that the country 
-could withstand any U.S.-Soviet 
attempt to impose an undesirable 
peace settlement on the Middle East. 

In a survey conducted to the latter 
half of last month by the Institute of 
Applied Social Research, taking a 
representative sampling of urban 
adult Jews, S3 per cent of those ask- 
ed said they were “certain” or 
“thought" that Israel could with- 
stand such pressure. The remaining 
8? per cent were dubious. 

. The survey also found that 77 per 
- cent of those asked were opposed to' 
the FLO participating at a reconven- 
,ed Geneva peace conference, while 
' 86 per cent said that. thp /reatipn of a 


Palestinian state to the West Bank 
and the Gaxa Strip would endanger 
Israel's security. 

Just over half of the sampling — 01 
per cent — did not favour a 
withdrawal from all, or most, of the 
territories captured to the 1967 war 
In return for international 
guarantees. Only 20 per cent said 
they would accept such a com- 
promise. 

Asked how they would describe 
their personal morale at the present 
time, 17 per cent replied “very 
good”; 27 per cent said “good”; 87 
per cent, “fairly good”; 18 per cent, 
"not so good*’; and B per cent — “not 
gupd at all.” . .

The Htotadrut did not approve the 
strike. Gideon Ben-Yisrael, who 
heads the labour federation’s 
emergency protest committee, said: 
“The maintenance men are fighting 
their own private battle and it has 
nothing to do with the EQstadrut- 
backed protest strikes.”

Machpesh 
was released on bail when he was 
first brought before a magistrate, 
but was ordered held until the end of 
his trial by a District Court judge 
here after the prosecutor said 
i Machpeah 'a case was “another link to 
the chain of breach of trust” recently 
discovered to the police ranks. 

In another drugs case, a Tel Aviv 
magistrate ordered Doron Shadzni 
remanded to custody for 10 days 
after, police claimed he was part of 
an international heroin smuggling 
ring. They linked him to 30 grams of 
the dangerous drug found recently to 
a Bamat Hen backyard. 

A police investigator told the 
magistrate that a request for infor- 
mation would be forwarded to Inter- 
pol to track down flhadmi's alleged 
contacts abroad. 

He said police had received infor- 
mation about a consignment of 66 
grama of heroin sent from Holland to 
Tel Aviv. After finding 80 grams of 
the heroin police are looking for the 
,rest of the consignment, which could 
fetch 1X250,000 on the streets.

Police spokesman Sgan-Nitzav 
Pessah Perlman said that most of 
the draft dodgers are from J tills and 
Yerfca to Western Galilee. 

Their motives vary. Some say they 
refuse to serve In the army for 
religious reasons, others because the 
army Is “an occupation force." 
Another argument is that the Druse 
are really Arabs and therefore are 
not eligible for conscription. 

The “Druse Initiative Committee” 


this week published a leaflet deman- 
ding the abolition of compulsory 
military service for members of the 
sect. The citizens of a state are 
generally required to serve in the 
armed forces to protect their coun- 
try and flag "but not to a state that 
practises occupation and land ex- 
propriations, " the leaflet said. Druse 
leaders are worried by the growing 
number of draft dodgers. Some have 
asked the Defence Ministry whether 
the charges against them could be 
dropped. 

Draft dodging has always existed 
amongst the Druse, but the number 
of cases has multiplied since the 
Torn KIppur War. 


Higher mortgages for single olim 


Jerusalem Foot Reporter 
Absorption Ministry mortgages 
for single immigrants buying flats 
on the private market have been 
raised, after nearly two years of 
remaining steady despite soaring 
housing costs. 

The Treasury approved an in- 
crease from IL50.000 to IL70,000 for 
Jerusalem apartments if the cost of 
the flat Is ILSIO.OOO or less. Previous- 
ly, the ceiling was ZL270.000. For 
flats to the rest of the country, the 


mortgage Is HAO.OOO compared to 
XLS0.000 previously. 

Single immigrants are entitled to 
mortgages during their first five 
years to the country, while couples 
and families — who get considerably 
higher mortgages — must take ad- 
vantage of the benefits during the 
first three years. 

New olim who received their letter 
of referral to the bank after October 
1ft, 1977 will be entitled to the higher 
loans. 


Evangelists’ congress scheduled here

METULLA. — More than 1,000 
Evangelists from the U.S, and other 
Western countries will attend an in- 
ternational congress “For the Peace 
of Jerusalem" to be held in the 
Capital at the end of next January, 
the Reverend Robert Ward of 
California said here yesterday. 

Ward was in Metulla to 'meet with 
Major Saad Hadad, commander of 
the southern Lebanese enclave north 
of here. His congregation, together 
with the Calvary Chapel of Costa 
Mesa, California, Is the only 
American Christian group helping 
the southern Lebanese. 

Ward, a 52 -year-old World War n 
fighter-pilot and a former banker, 
was accompanied by. George' 
Brokate, a businessman and a Viet- 


nam Marine Corps veteran, and by 
Dr. Israel Carmona, who publishes a 
staunchly pro-Israel bi-monthly 
newsletter for Calvary Chapel. 

Calvary Chapel has thus far 
donated about IL500.000 worth of am- 
bulances, clothing, medicines and' 
cash to the southern Lebanese. It has 
also launched a coast-to-coast cam- 
paign In the U.S.. depicting the 
events in southern Lebanon and 
stressing the fact that Israel Is the 
only country that has come to the aid 
of the beleaguered Christians in that 
area. 

Ward said his church plana to 
launch a “counter-attack” by means 
of paid advertisements in national 
newspapers against the “pro- Arab" 
tendencies of the Carter administra- 
tion and the State Department.

SALISBURY CUPI). — Rhodesian 
asd Zambian troops swapped inter- 
mittent small arms Are early yester- 
day in the second day of the heaviest 
border clashes on the Rhodesian- 
Zambian frontier, the. military com- 
mand 

A spokesman said the heavy day- 
long 1 fighting that flared throughout 
Sunday at Kasungula. perched on 
the tip of Capsavi Strip, died down 
during the night and was replaced by 
"spasmodic intermittent small anas 
fire.” 

He said the fighting began at mid- 
night on Saturday with a series of 
Zambian army mortar, machinegun 
and small arms attacks on Rhode- 
sian positions. 

The Rhodesians retaliated and 
said “a large explosion" on the Zam- 
bian side on Sunday Indicated that 

an ammunition dump had been 
destroyed. 

ft was the longest series of exc- 
hanges reported between Rhodesia 
and its western neighbour. The 
previous heaviest exchange lasted 10 
hours and took place at Chinmdu, 
433km. northeast of Kasungula. in 
July. 

Kazungula . forms the meeting 
point of Rhodesia, Zambia, 
Botswana and South West Africa. 
Solitary officials said some of the 


Zambian fire landed in Botswana, 
which, like Zambia, is one of the five 
black “frontline states" promoting 
majority rule in Rhodesia. 

They said Botswana defence 
forces also opened fire, but that 
some of It went over Rhodesia and 
into Zambia. 

The officials said the exchanges 
sparked bush fires that raged on 
both sides of the Zambezi River, 
which separates Rhodesia and Zam- 
bia. 

The fighting preceded crucial 
talks ' aimed at implementing the 
Anglo-American plan for peace and 
majority rule in Rhodesia. 

Field Marshal Lord Carver, 
designated by Britain to govern 
Rhodesia during a pre-majority rule 
transitional period, was scheduled to 
meet Patriotic Front leaders Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe in the 
Tanzanian capital of Dar £s Salaam 
yesterday. 

Carver is expected in Rhodesia 
tomorrow, along with Indian Gen. 
Prem Chand, the UN special 
representative on Rhodesia. 

A government spokesman said 
"the fireworks display by the Zam- 
bians" seems to have' been intended 
to create the appearance of danger 
coinciding with the talks. 


Soweto students defy gov’t 
order to return to school 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — 
Students In the black township of 
Soweto yesterday defied a govern- 
ment order to return to school or lose 
credit for the year. 

Principals contacted by telephone 
said their schools were empty. 

About 87,000 pupils from elemen- 
tary and high schools In Soweto were 
boycotting classes to protest black 
education programmes which they 
claim are inferior to white educa- 
tion. About 300,000 black students 
throughout the nation are boycotting 
classes. 

The boycott began In August, when 
27,000 Soweto high school students 
walked .out of their classes. They 
were joined two weeks ago by higher 
elementary school students. Inter- 
mittently, students in other parts of 
the country began to stay away from 
classes. 

Last week the Department of Ban- 
tu (African) Education and the 
Department of Information used air- 
craft to drop leaflets on black towns 
outside Johannesburg and Pretoria. 

The leaflets warned students that 
if they did not show up for school ex- 
aminations on Monday they would 
have to repeat the academic year. 
Last year many students in Soweto 


virtually lost a year of school after 
five months of racial unrest in 
Soweto and other townships in South 
Africa. More than 600 blacks died In 
last year's unrest. 

Meanwhile, Soweto township ac- 
quireda new black newspaper to fill 
the information gap left when the 
government banned “The World" on 
October 19 in its Mg crackdown on 
black protest. 

But so far the township’s new 
voice, "The Post," is politically 
muted compared with its renowned 
predecessor. Until now the 
“Post" was a Durban newspaper 
aimed mainly at the Indian com- 
munity. It is owned by the Argus 
group, which also owned the 
“World” and “Weekend World," 
both suppressed as a threat to the 
state. 

The “Post” began its 
Johannesburg operation with a Sun- 
day edition, and plans to publish four 
days a week to begin with. 

In a front-page message the 
“Post’s" white editor, Garry Bren- 
nan, said that his newspaper was not 
trying to replace the “World," whose 
outspoken black editor Percy Oboza 
is now detained in prison without 
trial. 


MANILA. — Military authorities 
have begun arming hundreds of 
army reservists for operations 
against guerrillas In the 
southwestern Philippines, centre of 
a six-year-old Moslem secessionist 
Rebellion. 

The southern military command, 
quoted by government radio, said 
the reservists would join a combined 
military-police force attack on a 
major guerrilla redoubt in the Tabon 
Forest 118 km. northeast of the gar- 
rison city of Zamboang. 

The Tabon camp, reported to be 
manned by 2 ,qqo guerrillas, has been 
under attack by troops for the past 
week. Government forces are 
reported to have sealed off ap- 
proaches to it. 


‘Largest uranium 
deposit’ found 

HAMBURG (AP). — Researchers 
from the University of Hamburg 
have discovered what may be the 
world's largest uranium deposit in 
the Turkish part of the Black Sea, 
the university said yesterday. 

A spokesman said the uranium 
deposits, estimated at several 
million tons, were found at depths 
between 1,000 and 2,000 metres and 
may be worth as much as $100 b. 

According to the university, algae 
on the seabed was discovered to 
have a concentration of uranium 10,- 
000 times that of the surrounding 
water. 

Over the years, the uranium had 
been deposited as the algae 
degenerated. The ore has a low 
grade of uranium, but the mineral is 
easily removed due to the high 
organic content of the sediment, the 
announcement said. 


The Tabon operation follows in- 
creased rebel attacks in the Zam- 
boanga peninsula and a resurgence 
of fighting in other parts of the 
southern island of Mindanao 
between troops and guerrillas of the 
Moro National Liberation Front 
(MNLF.) 

Heavy fighting between govern- 
ment forces and separatists con- 
tinued yesterday in various parts of 
the sourthern Philippines, the 
military said. 

It reported at' least five battles, 
four of them in the provincial capital 
of Jolo. the nerve centre of the 
rebellion, 850 km. south of MajiIIa 
and 150 kms. southwest of Zam- 
boanga. 

Reported government casualties 


were seven killed and Seven wound- 
ed in the last 48 hours. 

Over the -weekend. Defence 
Secretary Juan Ponce Enrile 
recommended to President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos asd Ms Advisory 
Legislative Council a re-assessment 
of- the martial law regime’s policy in 
war-torn areas in Mindanao and 
other southern islands. 

Marcos sought the council’s help in 
dealing with the escalating fighting 
in the sooth, saying he wanted a 
fresh mandate from the people 
before he could take decisive action 
on the problem. The council has 
scheduled- a December 17 referen- 
dum cm whether he should continue 
his five years of martial law.

The ER200 capable of operating 
speeds of 200 kilometres per hour 
was being put into service on the 700- 
kilometre Moscow-Leningrad route 
at the same speed of regular trains.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Should the 
iUnlted States swap about a milli on 
Americans for an equal number of 
Russians, with each group serving 
as hostages in the other's cities? 

How about exchanging U.S. and 
Soviet leaders and using them as 
hostages so that “neither side would 
attack the other for fear of killing its 
own leading citizens?" 

These suggestions were among 
those offered by people responding 
to an unusual advertisement for 
ideas on stopping the nuclear, 
weapons race. The ad was placed by* 
-a Pennsylvania political science 
prof easin' 'working temporarily at 
the Pentagon. 

Dr. Martin E. Goldstein, who holds 
the temporary title of assistant to the 
deputy director for negotiations and 
arms control, said he drafted the 
appeal in an effort to generate “a 
fresh source of ideas" on ways to 
stop the spread of nuclear weapons. 

“I asked myself how it would be 
possible to reach people who have 


been thinking of this problem but 
who don’t know how to make their 
views known.” said Goldstein, a 87- 
year-old associate professor at 
WIdner College in Pennsylvania, 
now at the Pentagon on a fellowship. 

“1 decided that one way was to put 
notices in a couple of profe ssi onal 
journals. It wouldn’t cost the govern- 
ment anything. So last February and 
March, I put notices in the ‘Bulletin 
of Atomic Scientists, and in ‘PS, 
journal of the political science com- 
munity.” 

As a result. Goldstein said, he 
received about 25 written replies, ac- 
companied by extensive discussions. 

“Some came from fantastic . 
crackpots," Goldstein said. "But., 
there are some from vcrjli., 
knowledgeable people.” 

He has summarized some .of the 
ideas he received and plans to 
forward them to David McGifford. 
assistant defence secretary for inter- 
national security affairs. 



Some of the other suggestions 
ottered: 

• "Arouse public awareness of .the 
dangers of nuclear weapons 
proliferatton...by taking rash actions 
that will reawaken the public's 
horror of nuclear war. Such actions 
might -include renewal of at- 
mospheric (test) shots, so scheduled 
as to be tourist attractions."

THE AUTHOR of “A Thousand Shall 
Fall” (on the fall of France) . "Black 
Earth (a' devastating view of the 
Communist way of life), 
"Christopher and iris Father" (on 
German guilt towards the Jews), 
and “The Mission” (based on 
Hitler's infamous offer to sell 400,000 
Austrian Jews' for $250 a head) , Habe 
published his first book as a 25-year- 
old refugee, in Switzerland. ' 

A journalist for many years — at. 
23 he was the youngest editor-in- 
chief of a Viennese daily — he at- 
tacked the mass media in ‘"The 
Poisoned Stream" for "creating sen- ■ 
satlons rather than reporting them 
— a contradiction of the proper aim 
of the presto, and an increasing 
danger." 

In "Anatomy ot Hatred” (also en- 
titled “The Wounded Land”), 
written Immediately after the death 
of President Kennedy. Habe 
predicted "all the violence that, to 
my sorrow, later came about. 
Violence has always existed, but it 
was always fought. Today, the in- 
tellectuals of the left have turned the 
cmocepf of -law ' and order into a 
curse-word; on a par with leprosy. 

"My ideology is the ideology df the 
middle. This means being con- 
fronted permanently with- attacks 
from the right and Ihe left. If you're 
a real man of the middle, you aim - 
your guns to the left or the right, 
depending on when, in your judg- 
. merit, the danger Is greater. I fought 
Nazism' add Fascism "for many 
years, and, exactly for the same 
reasons. I am now fighting file left, 
because I believe the great threat to 
the middle is now coming from the 
left.” . ' ' .

decisive factor in a writer's life or' 
convictions. 

“X believe most Intellectuals are 
not Communists, but they are the 
spearhead ot Communism in the 
Western world. They're creating the 
chaos from which order always com- 
es, but they're not far-sighted or 
political enough to realize that the 
solution to the chaos of revolution Is. . 
simply another order, harsher than 
the first. Our system requires many, 
many reforms, but we have made 
progress aa no other society has ever 
done. 

EVEN IN best-sellers such as 
"Kathrine,” the heroine of which is 
described on the jacket as a "a 
proud, dangerous, beautiful woman 
who gave her body to save her soul," 
Habe omits detailed sex scenes. 

"I think pornography is perhaps 
the greatest single factor. to under- 
mine the Establishment, and a 
secret weapon of the East and the ex- 
treme left. The proof is that 
everything that's fostered by the left 
in the Western world is forbidden in 
the Eastern world, because the East 
realizes very well that pornography 
and over-permissiveness will 
destroy any system, not just 
capitalism. So, very wisely, they for- 
bid at home what they preach in the 
West. 

"Now I shall. really go out on a 
limb and tell you I am even in favour 
of censorship, when it cornea to por- 
nography. What do I mean by por- 
nography? The unnecessary. The 
four-letter words in ‘Lady 
Chatter ley's Lover' are absolutely 
justified, because they describe, 
beautifully and artistically, the state 
of mind of a lady which cannot be 
described In any other way except 
through her relationship with the 
gamekeeper. So I would go on the 
barricades against the censorship of 
"Lady Chatterley’a Lover.* 

“But I would also go on the 
barricades to censor ‘Portnoy’s 
Complaint.’ Why was that book ball- 
ed by most writers? Because they're 
doing the same tiring. The hero of the 
modern novel, whether he's Jewish 
or not. Is a neurotic because these 
writers think anyone who Is not 
neurotic is not worth writing about. 

Is this the trend of life? No, it's the 
perversion of life. 

"But then, 1 believe most modern 
novels are perversions, particularly 
those written in an abstract. Incom- 
prehensible style. The public does 
not like them, but many authors do, 
because no better device has ever 
been found In the history of 
literature to disguise mediocrity." 

Habe's parents converted to 
Christianity before his birth, in the 
hope of easing the path of their 
children. Was be a Jew? "I'm just as 
unable to solve the problem of ‘who 
la a Jew* as the Israeli government. 
But I've never had any problem^ 
about my commitment. I don't really”

The bulk of Rumanian Jewry lives 
in Bucharest, which has a Jewish 
communal restaurant serving 2,000 
meals a "day and supplies a further 
300 meals-on-wheels. 

THE MONEY for this — and for the 
other welfare services that the com- 
munity provides, such as medical 
care and subsidised clothing — com- 
es from the American Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee which allocates $3 ixl 
a year. Such services help to main- 
tain the “integrity and the 
Jewishness of the com m u n ity." 
noted Dr. Jakobovits. 

However, apart from the 
energetic Dr. Rosen, who Is now over 
80 and has been at the helm of Ruma- 
nian Jewry for SO years, there are 
only two other rabbis for the whole 
, country. True, they are assisted by 
about a dozen ehochetim, who travel 
to wherever they are needed — not 
only tor ritual slaughter but also for 
circumcisions, burials and 
marriages.

"ACUM" Is the Hebrew acronym 
for Association' of Composers, 
Authors and Music Publishers. " The 
original group of associates included 
poets Avigdor Ha’melri and 
Avraham Shlomsky and composers 
Mordecbai 2eir a, Pugachov 
(Amiran) and Moahe' Vilensky .

Nobody can afford to ignore ACUM 
today. 

Can a successful song-wnter in 
Israel make a living out of royalties 
alone? Yourman does not give an 
anawer to that. Apparently, some 
can — but only, as In the ease of 
Noemi Shexncr, if their work is well 
known abroad. Perhaps, when we 
have ten million listeners here, an 
artist will be able to realize Ms 
dream of freedom from the drudgery 
of a regular noit-artistic job. .

In addition to Tanzania, the 
Netherlands included Bangladesh in 
the cancellation of 918m. worth of 
loans for 1977. 


Although two other small Euro- 
pean states, Belgium and Denmark, 
have discussed the possibility of join- 
ing in the move to cancel debts, they 
have been restrained by their more 
-conservative allies.. 

A spokesman for one of the four 
countries that have cancelled debts 
„ conceded that there could be a snow- 
ball effect, with' aid recipients who 
’are able .to pay refusing to do so. 

'He also conceded that where the 
loans were for relatively short 
periods and lenders were bring paid 
back, a general writeoff would mean 
real sacrifice. 

La the Third World view, such 
sacrifices can be made more easily 
by the industrialised nations, which 
despite difficulties brought on by the 
1974 oil embargo are doing better 
than the poor nations. 

Even though the poorest states slid 
toward desperation when oil prices 
shot up after tbs embargo, little 
resentment appeared to ’be directed 
against the oil producers, perhaps 
because until recently they were 
meetly poor themselves. 

Singapore's Foreign Minister, Sin- 
nath am by Rajar&tn&m, told the 
General Assembly that the oil shor- 
tage * ‘aggravated the crisis but tt did 
.not originate the crisis." 

"The capacity of the north to ab- 
sorb the products of (the north's) in- 
dustries has reached near saturation 
point," Rajaratnam said. “The 
debate about limits to growth Is 
applicable only to the handful of rich 
nations. Their economies can 
possibly grow no further, but If the 
world economy Is defined to include 
the Third World, then It is only in the 
initial stages of growth. 

"Despite their powerlessnesa, the 
poor nations have the potentiality to 
disrupt the international economic 
order by simply becoming poorer 
.and poorer. They will Inevitably be 
pushed over the brink if the rich

“If and when this happens, given 
the logic of an interdependent world, 
the rich nations too must, not long 
after, be dragged Into the abyss.” 


All quiet at Bank Leumi 
yesterday, manager reports 


Jerusalem Feet Reporter 
Ernst Japhet. general manager of 
Bank Leumi, yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post that the first bank- 
ing day after the floating of the 
Israeli pound and the abolition of 
currency control had passed quietly, 
with no more than the normal 
volume of foreign currency transac- 
tions. 

- There was no rush to buy foreign 
currency and holders of foreign 
currency deposits did not hurry to 
convert them into Israeli pounds. 
Most customers had many 
questions, Japhet said, but did not 
take any precipitate action. 

Japhet welcomed the 
Government's new policy, which he 
sees as a serious attempt to grapple 
with the economy’s fundamental 
problems. In view of the rapidity 
with which the new policy had been 


prepared and carried out, he added, 
it was no surprise that there were 
still many loose ends which will have 
to 'be tied up, and there are still 
many unknowns. 

The new policy. Japhet said, will 
have to be complemented in other, 
areas which the initial steps did not 
touch directly. Chief among these 
was the next budget, which will 
determine to what extent the 
economy will be stabilized and 
whether further inflation, after the 
Initial shock, will be stopped. 

Although the activities of Bank 
Leumi abroad were extensive and 
growing even before the reform, and 
a substantial part of the bank's 
assets had been in foreign currency, 
the reform will no doubt strengthen 
the international position of the bank 
and expand the scope of its 
operations.

Kibbutz industries 
turn to exports

TEL AVTV. — Kibbutz - Industry 
economists are waiting for more In- 
formation on the Government's new 
economic policies before they can 
calculate the current profitability of 
their Industries, a spokesman told 
The Post 

' He said that of about 300 factories 
in the kibbutz sector 170 are in some 
way connected with exports. The 
remaining 130, which produce only 
for the local market, wifi have to find 
ways to export, otherwise they may 
find it difficult to continue produc- 
tion, he added. 

Kibbutzim will not turn to industry 
,at the expense of agriculture 
because many branches of 
agriculture have become merchaniz- 
ed and already produce for export. 
Since kibbutz farmers cannot -ex- 
pand because of lack of water and 
land, expansion can only come from 
industry, he said. • 

Farmers Union pleased 
with new economies

TEL AVIV. — The Farmers Union, 
which represents 65 moshavim. Is 
pleased with the Government’s new 
economic programme. Some of the 
Issues which were to be discussed at 
the Union's convention this week are 
no longer on the agenda, because the 
new policy has solved them. Union 
secretary Emanuel Friedlander told 
the press here yesterday. 

The convention will be held i 
tomorrow evening and all day Thurs- 
day at moshav Beit Yitzhak. 

There are, however, still issues on i 
which the farmers will pass 
resolutions demanding Government 
action, he said. They include delays 
in receiving subsidies, depreciation 
rates which don't keep pace with in- 
flation, and too much party politics 
In the allocation of available land for 
new ' settlements. 


Charter flight tourists are 
triple the number of 1976

TEL AVIV. — The number of 
passengers arriving here on charter 
flights Is expected to triple by the 
end of the year over the number who 
came in 1976. according to Micha 
Gidron of the Ministry of Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism. 

In the first full year since the 
charter flight policy was liberalised, 
more than 100,000 people will avail 
themselves of the cheaper fares, he 
-said. 

In the past only Christian pilgrims 
and Scandinavian tourists were per- 
mitted to come to Israel on charter 
flights. Last year the Government 
approved a limited relaxation of the 
law, to permit flights from ad- 
ditional departure points In Europe 
and the U.S. 

From some countries these 
charters are restricted to Christian 
pilgrims only. This has aroused the 
anger of many who feel that it Is 

wrong for Israel to discriminate 
against Jews. 

The jump in charter traffic this 
year means that passengers on these 
flights will constitute more than ten 
per cent of the one million tourists 
expected, Gidron said. 

Winter has been the peak season 


for charter flights so far, though this 
may change if the Civil Aviation 
Authority can be persuaded to 
become more liberal with Its per- 
mits. 

During the last winter season, 22 
charter flights arrived weekly, five 
of them direct from Scandinavia to 
Eilat. This year's winter traffic will 
top 35 weekly flights, nine of them to 
Eilat, Gidron said. 

The Scandinavians will continue to 
have the largest single share of the 
market with eleven flights. But Ger- 
many, which only entered the 
charter-to-Israel-Lrflde last year, is 
rapidly catching up, with five weekly 
flights. 

There wifi be one Jumbo jet a week 
carrying tourists from the U.S. West 
Coast, and a dozen special charters 
from the East Coast will arrive 
between November 12 and the end of 
December. Britain, too, is a depar- 
ture point which Is popular with 
charter operators. 

EU&t. which was the cradle of 

Scandinavian holiday charters to 
Israel, will this winter play host to 
many other nationalities. In addition 
to five weekly flights from Scan- 
dinavia, the same as last year, it will 
also be the destination for flights 
from London, Munich, Vienna and 
Oslo. 


New shipping line for phosphates

ASHDOD. — A new ship registered 
in Israel, the Anion, arrived here 
last week. It opens a new line, carry- 
ing phosphates and other chemicals 
from the Dead Sea to Western and 
Northern Europe. 

The Arson, which previously flew 
the New Zealand flag, was 
registered here this summer. She is 
owned by the Rosenfeld Shipping 
Company and has been leased for 
seven years to a newly established 
company called Sea-Fert, which is 
owned by the Dead Sea Works and 


the Negev Phosphate Company. 

Captain Nimrod Eshel, the manag- 
ing director of the new company, 
told a press conference that this first 
ship Is only the beginning. In the peat 
the Dead Sea Works and the Negev 
Phosphate Company have not been 
able to fill all their orders, because 
of lack of specialized ships Uke the 
Arnon to carry phosphates and other 
bulk products. 

Eshel emphasized that the new 
Une was not established to compete 
with local shipping companies, but 
will fill a gap left open by them.

This sluggish demand for foreign currency is a rational first 
response to the new conditions, and has the welcome effect of 
absorbing cash from the public. The avoidance of foreign 
currency and the preference for index-linked bonds tends to 
strengthen the pound, and may show — unless the Bank of Israel 
intervenes to purchase dollars — that the Initial exchange rate 
was set rather too low. 

Exporters have already voiced loud complaints that a rate of 
ILlfl per dollar will reduce their profits, because their domestic 
costs should rise by at least as much as their gains from the 
devaluation. They overlook the fact that the floating exchange 
rate will automatically translate domestic inflation Into a 
further fall in the value of the pound. 

One of the immediate effects of the new economic policy may 
well be a temporary halt to the favouritism hitherto given to ex- 
ports. Even If the trade deficit is reduced by less than the $7Q0m. 
predicted for 1977 by the government statistician, the economy 
probably can now afford a transitional slowdown in the growth 
of exports, if that is the price of stabilization. 

Although past experience has shown that many owners of 
foreign currency deposits do not rush to convert them when the 
pound is devalued, the incentive to do so rises with the rate of 
the devaluation. The danger still exists that, if the Bank of 
Israel keeps the pound at a value no higher than IL25 per dollar, 
such conversions will inject enough Israeli pounds into the 
economy to counteract the restrictive monetary policies of the 
central bank. . 

At this moment, even the initial effects of the reform cannot 
be properly judged. Much .will depend on complementary 
policies that will emerge later, chief among them the next 
budget. But one major aspect of the reform, which has to do 
with its Income distribution effects, deserves repeated 
emphasis. 

As promulgated by the Finance Minister, the reform, drastic 
though it is, does nothing to curb the enrichment of the affluent. 
Yet it should have been accompanied by a capital levy, in- 
cluding a levy on the outstanding balance of unlinked debts held 
by those who had access to subsidized credits. Their debts have 
been wiped out, overnight, to the extent of the devaluation. 
Similarly, those who have stocks of goods or financial assets In 
foreign currency, have now been made richer. 

The fear that such a levy on the gains from devaluation would 
deter owners of illicit assets held abroad from repatriating 
them, is as baseless as the hope that any black capital will try to 
bleach itself to snow white. 

The present Government could not, of course? be expected to 
inflict a tax on capital — white, grey or black. But the mini mum 
ft must do, even according to its own persuasion, is to clamp down 
on tax evasion. The liberalization should go a long way towards 
helping solve its manpower difficulties in this respect. 

Another thing which the Government should realize is that the 
protests and demonstrations by workers, many of which are 
spontaneous, cannot be halted by pleas or fiats! The existing 
coat-of- living allowance system was not designed for wage 
erosions of 40 per cent a year, not to speak of 20 per cent over- 
night. There Iriiio rleed, nor could it have been the purpose; of 
the reform to depress the living standards of the working pop- 
ulation. If, therefore, the Government wants its programme to 
pass the transition stage as smoothly as possible, it must be 
responsive to the demands of labour.

The great economic debate 


The morning papers devote their 
leaders to the implications of the 
government's new economic policy. 

. HA'ARETZ (independent) says that 
it is the government and the 
- Hlstadrut which will determine the 
outcome of this “bold experiment in 
'treating the root of the problem: the 
government in Its persistence in the 
; lines of action it has decided upon, 
the Hlstadrut In the operative un- 
derstanding it shows - v»«-o-oi« 
government policy. For, beyond 
demagogic slogans, the maximal 
success of the new policy is the best 
guarantee for the renewal of 
economic growth and the prevention 
of recession, unemployment and a 
decline in the living standard." 

The paper urges the Hlstadrut to 
respond positively to the Finance 
Minister's call for dialogue, asser- 
ting that "the Hlstadrut will only he 
hurting its own members if it 
launches war on the new economic 
policy: social friction will Increase 
but there will be no stepup In produc- 
tion, employment and wages. What 
is needed is understanding which 
will permit cooperation: the 
Hlstadrut is facing a test of maturi- 
ty, perhaps the most important in its 
history.” 

HA1ZOFE (National Religious Par- 
ty) attributes the confrontation 
between the government and the 
Hlstadrut to political -reasons, "with 
the new economic policy underscor- 
ing the difference between the Align- 
ment and the Likud, hence the 
raucous debate.” However-, the 
' paper points out, "broad circles In 
the government coalition, which 
represent strata of wage-earners 
And low-income groups,” are con- 
cerned about the adverse effects 
liable to be felt by the myriads of 
intermediate-income groups in the 
, period until the next cost-of-living to- 


DAVAR (Hlstadrut) comments: 
"AH the signs Indicate that, in 
deciding to impose the new economic 
conception, the government was not 
aware that it was releasing forces 
over which it has no control. And 
already now there are signs of a diz- 
zying spiral of price rises...” Taking 
note of the "social ramifications" of 
the new policy, the paper remarks: 
"In this situation, the task of the 
Hlstadrut must be to direct and 
guide the struggle for a just distribu- 
'tion of the burden: both because it Is 
charged with maintaining the in- 
terests of its members and because 
only the Hlstadrut, as a central 
force, is capable of directing the 
struggle responsibly and in a con- 
trolled manner. Even at this hour, 
when the new policy has laid the 
basis for a resumption of the class 
war, the Hlstadrut must show public 
responsibility. But in a situation in 
which the restraints to raking In 
capital have been removed, it Is in- 
conceivable to put off the struggle to 
maintain some sort of social balance 
and for preventing the dangerous in- 
tensification of social distortions." 


As long as she maintains her Western attempts to appease the 
current geo-political strength* Arabs at her expense* argues 
Israel will be able to disrupt all AHARON BEN-AMI. 



IN THEIR 30-year war against 
Israel, the Arab states have always 
been able to utilize their immense oil 
resources and their geopolitical ad- 
vantages, to recoup, with the help of 
the superpowers, what they have lost 
on the battlefield. They currently are 
pinning their hopes on the U.S., to 
impose a "solution.” - 

The American rationale for accep- 
ting the Arab demand to push Israel 
back to indefensible borders is based 
on two main points: the need to repel 
Soviet attempts at domination in the 
Middle East, even through appease- 
ment of Arab aggresalon (a 
pragmatic argument); and the 
desire to deal with the "roots of the 
conflict” by the establishment of a 
“Palestinian homeland” (a moral 
argument), even if this entails 
sacrificing Israel's most basic 
defence needs. These two points 
reconcile American Middle East 
foreign policy with the Arab 
programme which has as its long- 
range goal the destruction of Israel. 

Beyond all this comes Israel's 
hope for a genuine peace agreement 
with Arab neighbours, providing for 
secure recognized borders. This 
hope is based, not on political logic, 
but on an acceptance of the patron's . 
"global” viewpoint. Israel fears 
isolation in the face of a Soviet threat 
to tilt the balance-of-power in favour . 
of the Arabs, which could even take 
the form of direct intervention on the 
Arab side. 

In the long run, there is no substan- 
tial difference between Soviet and 
American wooing of the Arabs. Both 
would lead, eventually, to a major 
upsetting of the balance- of- power in 
favour of the Arabs, either militarily 
or politically. And perhaps the 
American way, which would begin 
by forcing an Israeli withdrawal to 
indefensible borders and terminate 
in an unavoidable war, offers Israel 
the smallest chance to fight 
successfully for her survival. 

The threat of war attached to the 
present Arab "peace offensive,” is 
aimed more at the West than at 
Israel. The West is faced with the 
economic and geopolitical conse- 
quences of a fifth round of Middle

East war — an oil embargo and a 
new political opening for the Soviets. 
It seems that the Arabs are indeed 
ready to gamble again on a “ limit ed 
war, ” the results of which they mean 
to exploit, as In 1978, for a Soviet ex- 
ercise In brinkmanship and an 
American containment of Tbt-opI 
But, Instead of accepting the dictates 
of Arab strategy and finding herself 
dangerously isolated, Israel can 
make it clear that she win not 
abrogate her right to self-defence 
while the Arabs and the West con- 
clude a Munich-type agreement. 


THE ARABS’ current advantage 
derives from their success in convin- 
cing all the inteirested parties 
the option of initinting war is only in 
their hands. If one accepts this, he 
must^infer that the way to prevent ■ 
war (and Its attendant dangers) is to 
appease the Arabs. Then, the only 
“practical” peace programme is one 
which satisfies Arab demands. If 
anything unacceptable to the Arabs 
leads to war, then the key to peace is 
exclusively In their hands — and 
they can set Its price. 

On the other hand, Israel, by not 
using its option to make war as a 
political weapon, reinforces the 
assumption that it Is not necessary to 
“buy” peace from her. On the con- 
trary, it is possible to “sell” Israel 
peace, at an exorbitant price, and for 
a short time. 

From the Arab point of view, t>u* 
creates an Ideal situation. The West 
is anxious to buy Arab willingness to 
postpone war until a more con- 
venient time, and believes that it can 
be done easily, in Israeli coin. 


Political wisdom — as well as 
realistic hopes tor a just peace — 
obliges Israel to make dear to the 
U.S. that the idea of implementing 
the Brookings plan In a Mtmlcb-sty le 
Geneva conference is fflrrtng with 
disaster. Arab oU may not only 
become . more expensive, and in 
'short supply; it might also go up in 
flames. And the Soviet threat is like- 
ly to grow. and not to decrease, as a 
result of American attempts to ex- 
tort Israeli submission. 

The West fears a catastrophic up- 
set of its global balance-of-power in 
the Middle East, In favour of the 

Soviets. But Israel has. reason to 
fear, even more, a catastrophic up- 
set of the balance-of-power in favour 
of the Arabs. If the West does, not 
take Israel's apprehensions into con- 
sideration, there is no reason for 
Israel to consider the West's fears. 
The substantial difference between 
the two fears U that in Israel's case, 
the question is one of life or death. 

An Israel! withdrawal would cer- 
tainly be followed by another Arab- 
West bargaining, this Hw» on the 
question of Israel's very existence. 
The basis would be the same: the 
Arabs would threaten war,- the West 
would worry about Soviet penetra- 
tion and the loss of Arab oil. 

Nor can anyone believe that the ' 
kind of defenceless Israeli ghetto 
that the Arabs would accept far a 
limited time would be important 
enough to the west to demand the 
sending of troops to halt invading 
Arab armies, risk a confronts.- . 
Hon with an opposing Soviet force on 
Arab territory. 

In contrast, as long ax Israel main- 
tains her current geopolitical 
strength, the West will not be able to 
disregard Israel*! ability to disrupt 
all policies of appeasement. And if 
the Arabs try to sabotage Western 
positions in the region, with Soviet 
support, Israel will once again be 
able to foil such attempts, as she has . 
done in the past.

Sir, — I refer to Lloyd Mendes' 
letter about the Negev Beduin (Oc- 
tober 23). I have lived and worked 
with the Beduin of the Negev since 
my kibbutz settled in the south of 
Israel In 1941. As such, I would like to 
point out several facts Mr. Mendes 
seems to have overlooked: 

Before independence, as you right- 
ly state, the Beduin tilled large 
tracts of land in the northern Negev. 
But not one Ri*w*m of these lands 
was registered In the Tabu, simply 
because no Tabu existed in the 
Beersheba sub-district of the man- 
datory administration (except In the 
municipal boundaries of 
Beersheba) . 

The strong emotional ties to land 
you mentioned undoubtedly exist. 

• But even a Beduin cannot eke opt an 
existence on them. According to 
Moslem religious law, the land is 
divided between all children with the 
demise of the father. According to 
my research, even the descendants 
of the big landowners were able to 
live decently on the income of their 
inherited plot in XS48. 

Every plot of land, sold to the Be- 
duin for building purposes, is sub- 
sidized by the government to the 
time of ILS0 ,000-U»120,000. Their 
"luxurious homes" are built with aid 


of government loans of about IL100,- 
000 . 

Mr. Mendes refers to the 
traditional ties of the Beduin to their 
land. But most of the tribes of the 
Negev entered this region only in the 
latter half of the last century. Until- 
1948, the real Beduin never ploughed 
their land by themselves. Villagers 
and town people tilled their land as 
tenants.' Only during the last 20 
years, since Beduin agriculture was 
fully mechanized (again with the 
help of the government) , were strong 
ties with the land forged. 

Recently, the Government offered 
the Beduin three possibilities: to set- 
tle their ownership claims. These 
are: 

1- Monetary compensation only. 

2. Monetary compensation and 
. land without Irrigation. ' - n - u . 

3. Monetary compensation and 
land with irrigation. ■ 

All three possibilities provide ap- ■ 
proximate Iy the same economic 
base as the original land for which - 
ownership is claimed. However, 
because of hostile propaganda, only 
a few Beduin availed themselves of 
• this fair offer, and not one of them 
chose the third possibility.
